Specimen  Ballot  filed  with  election  returns. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Linda  Colby  that  the  proposed 
changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Building  Code  Regu- 
lations be  voted  by  secret  ballot  at  the  Town  Election  March 
5,  1974.  Seconded  and  Passed  in  affirmative. 

Moved  by  Mr.  James  Kelsey,  the  Town  reconsider  its  affirm- 
ative vote  on  Article  2  of  proposed  changes  in  Zoning  Ordi- 
nances. 

( This  is  not  to  change  the  effect  of  the  vote.  It  is  to  permit 
an  amendment  to  be  offered  on  the  coming  Saturday  which 
would  accomplish  what  the  Planning  Board  had  in  mind. 
The  Article  as  written,  does  not.) 


The  Town  Meeting  of  Nottingham  took  place  at  the  Fire 
Station  Saturday,  March  9,  1974.  The  meeting  opened  at  2 
P.M.  with  the  repeating  of  The  Lords  Prayer,  led  by  Theresa 
Batchelder,  John  T.  Fernald,  Moderator  presiding. 

Each  item  of  the  Budget  was  discussed  and  fully  ex- 
plained. The  expenditure  appropriated  for  Town  Hall  and 
other  Town  Buildings  was  raised  by  $1,000.00  making  it 
$5,950.  This  included  janitorial  services  for  Town  Hall. 

( Mr.  Donald  Perkins  moved  it  be  increased  by  $1,000.00, 
Seconded  and  Passed.) 

Mr.  Benjamin  Debutts  (Police  Chief)  moved  the  Police

Seconded  and 
Passed. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Bonser  the  Town  Clerk  write  our  Con- 
gressmen and  Senators  and  request  them  to  take  action  on 
our  behalf  to  annex  the  Panama  Canal  Zone  as  the  51st 
State  of  The  Union.  We  feel  that  Panama  Canal  Zone  was 
purchased  and  maintained  in  good  faith  for  the  good  of  all 
and  for  the  good  of  all  Panama  should  become  the  State  of 
Panama.  Seconded  and  Passed.

1974  was  a  year  in  which  the  Selectmen  spent  finalizing 
the  Blaisdell  Library  and  the  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Building 
Programs  as  well  as  the  handling  of  regular  Board  business. 

We  feel  that  the  new  completed  Library  is  a  valuable 
asset  to  the  Town  and  we  encourage  the  townspeople  to 
use  it. 


We  would  like  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  the  excellent 
cooperation  you  have  given  us  in  getting  our  new  Solid 
Waste  System  in  operation.  Now  that  the  Plant  has  been 
in  operation  one  full  year,  we  know  that  this  operation  is 
less  expensive  than  a  land  fill  system. 

With  the  help  of  Mr.  John  Williamson,  the  Selectmen 
proposed  a  program  to  the  State  for  further  funding  of  our 
Solid  Waste  System.  This  program  has  been  approved  by 
the  State  and  the  Town  will  receive  a  $15,000.00  grant  for 
improvement  of  the  System  operation.  With  this  expendi- 
ture, we  plan  on  further  reducing  the  net  operating  costs. 

Mr.  Frank  Kotler  volunteered  to  help  the  Selectmen  in 
the  administration  of  the  Solid  Waste  System.  Mr.  Kotler 
took  this  position  without  pay,  and  we  thank  him  for  his 
much  appreciated  help. 

The  land  acquisition  adjacent  to  the  school  was  investi- 
gated but  has  not  been  resolved.  We  feel  the  $5,000.00 
appropriation  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting  is  not  sufficient 
to  purchase  the  land  adjacent  to  the  school  as  the  seller's 
price  has  been  placed  at  $600.00  per  acre.  Therefore,  this 
issue  concerning  the  purchase  of  additional  property  at  the 
school  will  be  brought  again  before  the  1975  Town  Meeting 
for  consideration  by  the  townspeople. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Notting- 
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ham  and  the  Committees  who  served  in  helping  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AH  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  is  controlled  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in 
cooperation  with  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service. 
Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  out-of-doors  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  have  a  written  permit 
signed  by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  If  the  fire  is  to  be 
kindled  on  land  not  owned  by  the  person  kindling  the  fire 
then  he  must  have  the  permission  of  the  landowner.  No 
outdoor  fires  can  be  kindled  between  9  A.M.  and  5  P.M. 
unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional  approval  of  the 
District  Forest  Fire  Chief. 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the 
past  two  decades.  Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New 
Hampshire  became  so  dry  in  mid  August  that  the  Governor 
and  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  For- 
ester, enacted  a  partial  woodlands  closure  in  Sullivan,  Che- 
shire, Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Belknap  Counties  and 
a  complete  woodlands  closure  in  Strafford  and  Rockingham 
Counties  plus  the  Towns  of  Barns tead,  Gilmanton  and  Alton 
in  Belknap  County.  Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of 
the  citizens  of  our  State  no  major  forest  fire  occurred  at  any 
time  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  problems  with  the  economy  have  had  their  impact 
on  the  activity  of  the  Planning  Board.  There  was  a  decrease 
in  subdivision  requests  during  1974  because  people  were 
not  in  a  land-buying  mood.  However,  there  were  several 
problems  of  who-owns-what-land  and  abutters  questioning 
boundaries.  These  problems  are  those  of  the  landowners, 
not  of  the  Planning  Board,  and  had  to  be  setded  by  the 
people  involved  before  subdivisions  could  be  approved. 

At  Town  Meeting  in  1974  voters  gave  the  selectmen 
authority  to  appoint  two  additional  members  bringing  Plan- 
ning Board  membership  to  seven.  This  number  of  members 
makes  it  easier  to  have  a.  quorum  for  hearings  and  votes. 
Roger  Be vins  and  Robert  Stevens  were  appointed  to  these 
two  additional  positions.  ;. 

The  Planning  Board  has  also  increased  its  monthly  meet- 
ings from  one  to  two.  The  second  Thursday  of  the  month  is 
reserved  solely  for  planning  with  townspeople  welcome  to 
listen.  The  third  Thursday  is  devoted  to  hearings,  problems, 
requests,  etc.  of  landowners.  Both  meetings  are  held  at  8 
p.m.  in  the  Town  Hall. 

Again  this  year  the  feelings  of  the  townspeople  precipi- 
tated some  proposed  changes  to  the  zoning  laws.  Four 
public  hearings  were  held  to  allow  ample  time  for  proposals 
and  discussion.  Relatively  few  people  took  advantage  of  the 
opportunity.  The  proposed  changes  as  finally  drafted  can  be 
found  elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report  and  will  be  voted  upon 
on  March  4th. 

Landowners  are  reminded  that  any  changes  to  their  land 
such  as  subdivisions  (no  matter  how  small  or  how  large), 
dwellings,  etc.  must  come  before  the  Planning  Board.  Since 
there  are  fines  for  illegal  actions,  it  is  wise  to  check  before 
you  make  the  change.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

The  following  is  a  report  of  activities  by  the  Chief  of 
Police  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1974. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Officers 
William  Pevear  and  Gary  Chase  for  their  services  through- 
out the  past  year.  /J  ;  '...-.  J. 

Officer  Chase  and  myself  attended  and  graduated  from  an 
eight-week  course  at  the  New  Hampshire  Technical  Insti- 
tute in  Concord,  sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  Police 
Standards:  and  Training  Counsel  which  was  of  benefit  to 
both  of  us  in  police  work. 

On  November  4,  1974  I  attended  and  graduated  from  an 
eight- week  Basic  and  Advanced  First  Aid  Course;  which  I 
believe  will  be  beneficial  to  the  towns  people.  I  also  plan  to 
attend  an  Emergency  Medical  Technician  School.  All  of 
which  is  of  no  expense  to  the  town. 

If  at  anytime  you  need  a  Police  Officer  and  cannot  reach 
one  of  your  local  police  officers  at  their  home,  call  1-800- 
582-7177  and  the  dispatcher  will  reach  one  of  us  by  radio  or 
get  you  assistance  from  another  police  officer. 

In  the  past  year  we  answered  approximately  500  com- 
plaints. There  were  44  automobile  accidents  investigated 
and  38  house  breaks  and  8  vandalism  cases,  4  stolen  auto- 
mobiles and  5  stolen  boats,  There  were  5  missing  persons,  3 
death  messages  delivered  and  2  drowning  in  town. 

We  also  attended  court  regularly  in  Auburn.  On  February 
5,  1975  the  Auburn  District  Court  is  scheduled  to  start  hold- 
ing a  night  session  in  Northwood,  which  will  be  easier  and 
of  less  expense  to  the  town  of  Nottingham. 

We  are  planning  a  central  Police  Office  at  the  Town  Hall 
where  people  can  meet  with  us  and  discuss  their  problems, 
rather  than  doing  it  in  our  homes. 
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A  total  of  1,511  actual  man  hours  were  utilized  in  provid- 
ing police  coverage  to  the  town  this  year  and  a  total  of 
20,315  miles  were  traveled  throughout  the  town  in  the  per- 
formance of  police  duties. 

The  Police  Department  has  been  and  will  always  be 
ready  to  assist  at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NOTTINGHAM 
RECYCLING  CENTER  -  1974 

In  its  first  year  of  operation,  the  Recycling  Center  has 
been  successful  in  disposing  of  the  town's  trash,  although 
bedeviled  with  the  problems  of  any  pioneering  venture. 
While  all  of  the  bugs  have  not  yet  been  worked  out,  we  are 
well  on  the  road  to  an  environmentally  and  financially  sound 
system  of  solid  waste  management.  In  1974  the  plant 
handled  approximately  260  tons  of  Waste,  with  150  tons 
being  burned,  and  110  tons  being  sold  for  re-use  in  industry. 
Total  operating  expenses  for  the  year  were  $10,792.86.  Sales 
of  materials  returned  $2,144.04.  Material  stored  at  the  plant 
at  the  year's  end  had  an  estimated  value  of  $250.00.  With 
your  continued  cooperation,  we  expect  to  better  these  fig- 
ures in  1975.

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  has  experienced  an- 
other year  of  growth  and  reorganization  in  1974.  The  con- 
tinued success  of  this  program  lies  in  the  dedication  of  the 
agency  personnel,  and  the  capable  professional  staff  assures 
the  availability  of  quality  care. 

Skilled  nursing  service  is  still  the  major  part  of  the  pro- 
gram, and  as  more  people  become  aware  of  the  value  of 
home  care,  demands  for  the  service  increase.  These  services 
are  provided  by  Mrs.  Barbara  Drew,  R.N.  of  Farmington, 
Mrs.  Myrtle  Walsh,  R.N.  of  Milton  and  Mrs.  Lucy  Myers, 
R.N.,  B.S.  of  Deerfield.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Therrien,  R.N.  of  Bar- 
rington  has  also  been  working  on  a  part-time  basis.  Mrs. 
Kathleen  Hansen,  RPT  of  Epping  continues  to  provide 
physical  therapy  when  ordered. 

Mrs.  Ardala  Houle,  R.N.  of  Rochester  has  been  the 
Agency  Coordinator  and  Clinic  Supervisor.  In  this  capacity 
she  is  the  liason  between  the  Rural  District  Health  Council, 
area  hospitals  and  other  community  health  agencies.  She  is 
also  the  leader  of  the  clinic  team. 

As  a  result  of  the  increased  interest  and  services  in  the 
Maternal  and  Child  Health  Program,  Miss  Arlene  Thorne, 
R.N.  of  Strafford  is  now  employed  full-time  as  the  agency 
Maternal  and  Child  Health  nurse  ensuring  more  continuity 
of  care  in  this  specialty.  Mrs.  Bernadette  Cameron,  R.N.  of 
Deerfield,  a  new  member  of  our  staff,  has  been  organizing 
prenatal  and  parenting  discussions  which  are  conducted  at 
each  clinic.  The  Rural  District  Health  Council  works  in 
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cooperation  with  the  N.H.  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  in  offering  Well  Child  clinics  for  children  from  0-6 
years.  Again  this  year,  through  the  cooperation  of  the  N.H. 
Bureau  of  Dental  Health,  a  dental  clinic  was  held  for  the 
children  from  3-6  years  who  are  enrolled  in  the  Well  Child 
Program.  The  agency  has  also  worked  cooperatively  with 
the  school  nurses  in  the  member  towns  to  assure  that  the 
immunizations  of  all  students  are  updated.  The  Rural  Dis- 
trict Health  Council  is  an  active  participant  in  the  Maternal 
and  Infant  Care  program  of  the  Strafford  County  Prenatal 
and  Family  Planning  Association.  The  agency  also  works 
closely  with  the  Exeter  Area  Family  Planning  Association. 
As  a  result  of  these  changes,  a  more  comprehensive  program 
is  now  being  offered  by  the  Council. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Rural  District  Health  Council  was 
approached  by  the  Senior  Citizen  group  in  Farmington  re-r 
questing  an  ongoing  screening  for  its  members.  As  a  result, 
two  times  each  month,  agency  nurses  are  present  at  the 
Senior  Citizen  Meeting  Room  in  the  Farmington  Town  Hall 
to  check  blood  pressure,  pulse,  respiration,  height,  weight, 
urine  and  hemoglobin,  and  to  do  nutrition  counseling.  This 
has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  participating  members. 
A  similar  program  is  being  initiated  in  Northwood  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  Northwood  Plus  55  Club. 

During  October  and  November,  successful  Adult  Screen- 
ing clinics  were  held  in  Farmington  and  Northwood  in 
cooperation  with  the  Special  Services  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health,  local  organizations,  American  Cancer  Society, 
Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center,  and  Health  professionals. 
These  were  open  to  any  area  person  wishing  to  attend. 

The  office  procedures  of  the  Rural  District  Health  Coun- 
cil are  ably  handled  by  Mrs.  Norma  Davis,  Bookkeeper,  and 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Eaton,  Secretary,  both  of  Farmington. 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  is  supported  by  the 
funds  contributed  by  the  member  towns  at  an  annual  rate 
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of  $1.00  per  capita,  state  grants  and  fees  for  service.  Anyone 
interested  in  the  program  or  needing  service  is  asked  to 
contact  the  office  in  Farmington,  P.O.  Box  563,  6  South  Main 
Street,  Telephone  755-2989.

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STRAFFORD  REGIONAL  PLANNING 
COMMISSION  ~  ANNUAL  REPORT  1974 

The  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  (SRPC) 
was  created  in  agreement  among  the  cities  of  Dover,  Som- 
ersworth,  and  the  Town  of  Rollinsford  in  1968.  Since  that 
time,  nine  out  of  the  fifteen  towns  in  our  region  ( which  in- 
cludes Nottingham  and  Newmarket)  have  joined  the  com- 
mission. The  geographic  area  is  450  square  miles,  and  the 
population  served  is  about  80,000.  In  March  of  1974,  the 
SRPC  joined  the  Southeastern  and  Southern  Regional  Plan- 
ning Commissions,  in  compliance  with  Executive  Order  #15, 
to  form  the  Strafford-Rockingham  Regional  Council.  While 
each  regional  planning  commission  is  maintained,  they  are 
able  to  qualify  for  additional  State  and  Federal  support 
through  their  joint  membership  as  the  Strafford-Rockingham 
Regional  Council. 

The  staff  consists  of  two  professional  planners  and  several 
part-time  personnel.  The  two  planners  carry  out  the  work 
brought  before  them  by  the  Commissioners,  who  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen  of  the  member  towns.  The  Com- 
missioners meet  monthly  to  review,  discuss,  and  determine 
the  work  which  is  to  be  accomplished.  One  of  Nottingham 's 
Commissioners  is  Vice-Chairman  of  the  SRPC,  and  as  such 
also  meets  once  a  month  with  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  SRPC.  Some  of  the  major  work  efforts  for  the  year  have 
included  the  following: 

— Review  and  evaluation  of  several  applications  and  per- 
mits brought  to  the  SRPC  by  member  towns  and  the 
A-95  system. 

— Land  capability  analysis  for  the  southern  region. 

— Development  of  a  Cost-Revenue  Analysis  Model,  which 
can  aid  towns  in  making  zoning  or  other  land  use  deci- 
sions, or  help  evaluate  a  specific  development  proposal 
presented  to  a  community  by  a  developer. 
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— A  coastal  zone  analysis,  in  response  to  the  Coastal  Zone 
Management  Act. 

— An  outdoor  recreation  analysis  for  the  region,  as  part  of 
a  State  wide  analysis. 

— An  area  wide  water  resource  inventory. 

— Beginning  an  inventory  of  the  human  services  available 
to  the  region.  (This  is  being  carried  out  by  a  VISTA 
volunteer. ) 

— Applied  (and  will  receive)  funding  for  a  solid  waste 
management  study  and  for  a  feasibility  study  of  a  mass 
transit  system  within  the  region. 

Responses  to  specific  local  requests  have  included  the 
following: 

— Working  with  the  Newmarket  planning  board  and 
selectmen  to  develop  a  land  use  master  plan  for  the 
town. 

— Using  a  technique  called  Nominal  Group  Sessions,  the 
SRPC  engaged  each  member  town,  including  Notting- 
ham, in  a  community  issue  and  needs  assessment  proc- 
ess. This  work  will  enable  the  SRPC  to  set  priorities 
for  work  based  on  responding  to  CITIZEN 'S  identifica- 
tion of  needs. 

— Meeting  with  the  Nottingham  planning  board,  conser- 
vation commission,  selectmen,  and  interested  citizens  to 
explain  the  process  of  making  a  master  plan  for  the 
Town  of  Nottingham. 

Financial  support  for  the  Commission  is  divided  between 
member  communities  and  the  Federal  and  State  Govern- 
ments, with  each  citizen  dollar  being  matched  with  almost 
three  government  dollars.  The  auditor's  report  is  available 
at  the  SRPC  office  in  Dover.  This  and  all  detailed  reports 
are  available  for  inspection  by  any  interested  citizen  during 
office  hours,  or  by  contacting  your  local  Commissioners. 
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In  addition  to  the  regional  work  plans  for  1975>  your  com- 
missioners have  set  as  a  primary  local  goal  the  process  help- 
ing our  town  inventory  and  map  its  resources  so  that  citizens 
may  have  a  basis  for  determining  a  long  range  plan.

School  at  $1,250.00.

When  this  report  was  prepared  for  the  1970  Town  Report, 
a  summary  of  the  status  of  the  Nottingham  School  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Minimum  Standards  for  Elementary  Schools  was 
made.  It  seems  appropriate  to  again  review  these  Standards 
and  report  on  Nottingham's  present  status  considering  the 
additions  to  staff  and  school  building  which  have  been 
made  since  then. 

Since  1970,  a  written  statement  of  the  school's  philosophy 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Principal.  The  pupil-teacher  ratio 
of  25  to  1  has  not  been  maintained  in  Grades  1  and  2,  but 
has  been  compensated  for  by  employing  an  additional 
teacher  who  serves  part  time  in  grade  1.  The  pupil- teacher 
ratio  in  the  other  grades  meets  the  standard  of  30  - 1.

Since  1970,  art  has  been  made  available  to  the  children, 
and  music  has  been  available  on  a  more  regular  basis,  also. 
Other  additions  to  the  curriculum  have  been  added  em- 
phasis for  health  and  for  physical  education  by  the  class 
room  teachers.  There  is  no  regular  guidance  service,  nor 
was  there  in  1970.  The  District,  either  by  assigning  pupils 
to  special  classes  outside  the  district,  or  by  development  of 
the  Title  I  Learning  Disabilities  program,  is  providing  more 
effectively  for  special  education. 

In  1970,  the  Principal's  time  was  devoted  to  classroom 
instruction.  The  School  Board  has  made  available  to  the 
principal  enough  time  to  meet  the  standards  for  super/ision 
of  teachers  and  instruction. 

The  standard  for  library  space  of  1,000  square  feet  in 
schools  with  an  enrollment  of  150  to  300  children  has  not 
been  met.  Library  services  are  being  provided  with  the 
assistance  of  the  local  municipal  library.  The  required  col- 
lection of  6,000  library  books  is  gradually  being  accumu- 
lated. The  expenditure  required  for  library  and  resource 
materials  of  from  $5.00  to  $10.00  per  pupil  is  being  met. 

The  school  now  provides  a  standard  classroom  for  each 
grade.  This  has  been  important  and  will,  in  the  long  run, 
contribute  to  a  better  educational  start  for  Nottingham 
pupils. 

The  Superintendent  commends  the  School  Board  and  the 
District  for  facing  up  to  the  problem  of  meeting  these 
standards  and  the  steady  progress  to  meeting  them  as  evi- 
denced by  the  above  summary.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
NOTTINGHAM  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Inflationary  times  have  had  its  effect  on  all  of  us.  The 
School  Board  has  put  a  great  deal  of  effort  in  following  its 
financial  budget  set  by  the  townspeople.  We  are  glad  to 
report  that  we  have  maintained  a  high  level  of  quality  at 
our  school  while  keeping  costs  relatively  in  line.  One  area 
of  great  concern  was  the  failure  of  the  well  at  the  school 
to  function  properly  with  the  demands  our  growing  school 
has  put  on  it.  A  new  well  was  dug  in  October  at  a  depth  of 
440  feet. 

Our  Staff,  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mr.  Karacas  is 
continuing  to  please  the  Administration  with  its  perform- 
ance. Several  after  school  activities  planned  by  members  of 
our  teaching  staff,  have  been  enthusiastically  received  by 
the  student  body.  We  are  hopeful  that  these  extra  curricular 
activities  will  continue  to  grow  and  nurture  the  growing 
needs  and  demands  of  our  school  children. 

A  volunteer  program  has  been  set  up  at  the  school  where- 
by several  parents  of  our  school  children  have  been  helping 
to  provide  extra  supervision  on  the  playground,  an  area  of 
concern  to  all  of  us.  Their  help  has  been  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  Staff  and  Administration. 

Our  newly  formed  High  School  Study  Committee  reports 
that  talks  with  area  Towns  on  the  possibility  of  a  future 
Area  High  School  are  taking  place.  Progress  in  this  area  is 
slow,  but  we  know  that  careful  planning  is  the  key  to  a 
successful  program. 

A  committee  was  appointed  by  members  of  the  Board  to 
review  the  busing  situation  in  Nottingham.  We  extend  our 
thanks  to  Mr.  Douglas  McDonald,  Mrs.  T.  Ann  York  and 
Mr.  Richard  Mclntire  for  their  efforts  in  preparing  a  report 
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on  proposed  busing  changes  for  Nottingham.  Any  changes 
in  busing  will  be  reported  to  the  parents  before  the  changes 
take  effect. 

The  Board  has  recently  made  the  following  policy  regard- 
ing its  tuitioned  high  school  students  so  as  to  avoid  unneces- 
sary complications  which  arise  in  the  assignment  and  trans- 
fer of  students  to  the  school  of  their  choice:  "All  Notting- 
ham students  of  high  school  age  will  be  assigned  to  Dover 
High  School.  Any  student  who  wishes  to  be  tuitioned  to 
another  high  school  or  who  wishes. to  transfer  to  another 
high  school,  must  submit  a  written  request  to  the  Notting- 
ham School  Board  before  May  15th  for  approval  and  assign- 
ment by  the  Board." 

In  closing,  the  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  its  Staff,  Administration,  and  Townspeople  for  their 
continued  help  and  support  in  helping  to  make  our  school 
a  productive  and  progressive  educational  experience  for  our 
children.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  Nottingham  Elementary  School  has  continued  to 
grow  both  physically  and  educationally.  Because  of  this 
growth,  the  1974  school  year  brought  with  it  some  necessary 
changes  and  improvements. 

Title  III  has  enabled  us  to  purchase  a  kiln  for  the  school, 
to  be  used  by  the  art  teacher  for  instruction  in  ceramics.  Our 
art  classes,  which  are  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  students, 
have  become  as  diversified  as  many  larger  schools.  We  are 
fortunate  that  the  children  are  exposed  to  such  a  variety  of 
art  forms. 

Those  of  you  who  witnessed  our  spring  concert  last  year 
will  agree  that  a  splendid  job  was  done.  I  am  happy  to 
announce  that  the  music  teacher  will  have  another  concert 
this  year. 

A  playground  volunteer  program  was  initiated  this  year 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Linda  Sweeney.  The  volun- 
teers donate  a  total  of  approximately  ten  hours  a  week  for 
the  recess  and  lunch  periods.  This  program  has  been  a 
tremendous  help  to  the  school  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by 
the  entire  staff. 

Teachers  are  now  bringing  their  classes  to  the  Blaisdell 
Library  once  a  week.  This  new  facility  allows  more  time  for 
the  students  to  browse  and  find  the  books  they  are  inter- 
ested in  reading.  Also,  the  spaciousness  of  the  building  per- 
mits the  whole  class  to  be  there  at  the  same  time.  When  the 
library  was  housed  in  the  school,  the  children  went  by  two's 
and  three's. 

The  installation  of  a  new  artesian  well  has  alleviated  the 
problem  of  the  water  shortage  we  experienced  last  spring 
and  the  beginning  of  this  school  year.  We  should  have  no 
more  difficulties  in  this  respect,  even  if  our  school  enroll- 
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ment  should  increase,  as  this  was  taken  into  consideration 
at  the  time  of  drilling  and  there  is  more  than  an  adequate 
water  supply  available. 

We  have  added  two  pieces  to  our  audio-visual  equip- 
ment. The  first  is  a  new  Bell  and  Howell  movie  projector. 
This  is  a  self-threading  machine  and  a  simple  task  to 
operate.  The  old  projector  which  is  still  fairly  operable  if 
handled  delicately,  gives  us  a  spare  to  use  if  the  new  one 
is  being  used. 

The  other  new  piece  is  a  mimeograph  machine  which  has 
been  placed  in  the  teachers'  room.  The  old  one  has  been 
put  in  the  hallway  of  the  new  wing  for  the  convience  of  the 
lower  grade  teachers. 

The  administration  appreciates  the  cooperation  and  the 
work  done  by  everyone  during  the  1974  school  year.  We 
hope  to  continue  serving  the  educational  needs  of  the  com- 
munity in  every  way  possible.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 


The  Health  Program,  for  the  year  1973-74,  was  carried 
out  in  the  usual  manner.  A  annual  physical  inspection  of 
each  student,  and  a  Audio  and  Visual  screening.  Parents 
were  notified  of  an  existing  problem,  if  such  were  found. 

A  Pre-school  Vision  and  Hearing  Screening  benefited 
thirty  Pre-school  children.  This  program  was  offered  by  the 
State  Division  of  Public  Health,  and  sponsored  by  the 
Saddle  Back  Mountain  Lions  Club.  The  Program  will  be 
offered  again  this  year. 

Health  Education  films  were  shown  to  all  grades.  These 
films  included  good  grooming,  dental  care  and  nutrition. 
The  girls  in  grade  5  were  shown  the  film,  "The  Story  of 
Menstruation. ' '  The  8th  grade  was  shown  a  film  on  Veneral 
Disease  recommended  by  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion. 

All  school  personnel  and  employees  were  given  T.B.  tests 
as  authorized  by  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

The  school  Nurse  attended  a  class  in  Learning  Disabili- 
ties. The  school  Nurse  attended  the  district  meeting  re- 
quired for  instruction  and  explanation  of  Veneral  Disease 
to  Junior  High  level. 

The  8th  grade  met  for  discussion  on  physical  and  mental 
health  as  they  applied  to  the  Junior  High  School  Student.
